N U S U A L photography, rather than 
action, has come to be ‘‘the thin«” 


in motion pictures. 


W hile not 100 per cent true, this 
nevertheless holds good insofar as a majority of 
pictures are concerned. 
In fact, it might easily 
be applied to the general run of films produced 
during the last four or five years. 
T ru e, these pictures have not been entirely 
devoid 
of 
action. 
Certainly 
the 
characters 
move about. 
But action as it w as known in 
the old silent d ays— the westerns, the serials 
and other thrillers— has more or less passed 


into history. 
T o d ay much of the action is more on the 
part of the cam era than the players. 
N or does 
the cam era movement date hack very far. 
W hen the talkies were first introduced the 
fundamental basis of motion pictures w as a l­ 
most eliminated. 
In those days dialogue sup­ 
planted action. 
T h e mechanical apparatus just w arn’t per­ 
fected to the point where the characters could 
move about while speaking if their lines were 
to be recorded properly. 
A nd the cam eras 
were housed in such unwieldy booths that it 
w as impossible to move them aljout while shoot­ 
ing w as in progress.

F o r the last four or five ytars 
each studio o f any importance 
has maintained a corps o f ex­ 
perts whose sole mission in life 
has been to devise a variety of 
m echanical devices which would 
lend themselves to these unusual 
photographic 
effects. 
T h e s e 


devices range all the w ay from 
sm all microphones to huge cam ­ 
era cranes cap able of carrying a 
cam era and complete crew. 
Y o u might wonder just how 
the microphone enters into pho­ 
tography. T h e answer is simple.

use before any trick movements 
can he attempted by the cam

O R O B A B L Y the most com 


monly used cam era appara 
tus today 
is the huge camera 


crane. 
O ne of these can be found in 
almost every studio. 
A n d the 
studio* which don’t own them 
often rent them 
for use on a 
few scenes in a picture in which 
cam era effects are very impor­ 
tant. 
P au l W hitem an used one 
of these cranes to very good a d ­ 
vantage in filming some of the 
scenes in “ T h e K ing of Ja z z .”

T h e cam era picked Lloyd up on a pier, fol 
lowed him aboard ship, into a cabin, around a 
corner, down a flight of steps and then photo­ 
graphed him all the way back again.

without the cam era crane. 


Another apparatus many times larger than 
the cam era it carries is tV elevating peram bu­ 
lator, of which there is only one in Hollyw ood.

GRF.AT BRITAIN PLACES EMBARGO 
INSURING BANK DEPOSITS 


England apparently hacks up the league of 
Nations fully when it places an emb argo on 
shipments of arms and ammunition to Japan. 
The floor leader of the Ijib or party , George 
Lansb ury , stated in demanding the emb argo: 
Japan has b een b rought to the b ar of the 
greatest court in the worb l and found guilty . 
Although the emb argo is declared to b e tem­ 
porary and contracts already made can b e car­ 
ried out, the action of Great Britain if sin­ 
cere in purpose, clears that country of certain 
charges which have b een made against her 
in the last few months. 
The tardy reaction of the foreign nations 
with concessions in China, against Japan’s ag­ 
gressions in China proper laid them open to the 
charge of b eing mercenary . 
In fact some ob ­ 
servers pointed out at the time that since the new 
nationalist China was determined to evict the 
foreigners from their concessions and ab rogate 
the rights which the foreign countries had from 
China, the foreigners, with million» invested in 
b uildings in the Shanghai foreign settlements 
and elsewhere were more glad than riled over 
Japan’s penetration, for Japan was fighting their 
haitles for them. 
Great Britain’s declaration of policy through 
this emb argo in which it states that it will not 
b e drawn into a war with Japan, though ap­ 
parently supporting the League of Nations, 
places Great Britain in an amb iguous position. 
Every one knows that Japan's strength lies in 
the fact that, like Germany in 1914, it is ex­ 
cellently prepared for war, whereas China's 
greatest weakness is its lack of preparation for 
war. 
Therefore an emb argo on arms to the 
Orient will actually prove helpful to Japan. Had 
Great Britain placed an emb argo on arms to 
Japan, as would have b een consistent with the 
league of Nations' position, its action would 
have b een harmonious with its intended sup­ 
port of the League of Nations. 
But it would 
have amounted to a declaration of war on 
Japan. 
Opposition in Congress to the policy of the 
emb argo arose from exactly this point. 
Senator 
Borah, chairman of the Senate foreign rela­ 
tions committee said: To put an arms emb argo 
on China and Japan 
is to take sides with Japan 
under conditions and circumstances now exist 
ing. 


The course of Henry Ford, in his hanking en­ 
terprises. will he watched with great interest. 
Henry Ford has had his money w hich has b een 
deposited in hanks insured. We do not know 
what insurai.ee company has insured Lt, hut it 
prob ab ly has b een insured through Lloy d’s. 
If Mr. Ford has considered it wise to pay the 
premium necessary to insure his deposits, surely 
lesser people could well afford to pay premiums 
for insurance on their money . But premiums for 
insurance, under a general b lanket of insured 
deposits, would he extremely high, unless there 
were such known qualifications for hankers, and 
such restrictions and control b y the govern­ 
ment itself, as to protect the hanks from the 
character of work which is b eing exposed at 
Washington. 
We suppose it would he impossib le for the 
government now to guarantee all the deposits 
in our federal reserve sy stem hanks, although 
an insurance would b ring out millions of money 
from safety deposit b oxes into our hanks. We 
wonder why it world not b e possib le to pass 
legislation placing the federal reserve sy stem 
hanks under such control and restrictions as 
lo he worthy of insurance, and then with a 
check-up b y examiners, have each hank in turn, 
after it passed the examination, come under the 
provisions of the law. This would help.

BANKRUPTCY RELIEF BILL 


The Senate passed a b ankruptcy relief b ill 
y esterday . 
The 
House 
has 
done 
likewise, 
though not the same measure, b ut one de­ 
voted to the same purpose. 
Tht two measures will now go to a confer­ 
ence committee, where they will try to “whip” 
the two b ills into one, and pass them b efore 
the closing of Congress. 
Under the provisions of the b ill. an individual 
deb tor who can ob tain the consent of a ma­ 
jority of his creditors to an extension or cash 
settlement, may petition the Federal court for 
approval. 
The farm deb tor can do either this, 
or join in with fourteen other farmers of his 
county , and ob tain similar relief, through the 
appointment of a commissioner b y the courts, 
who would b e known as a “reconciliation com­ 
missioner.“ 
The railroad, to avoid receivership, can pe­ 
tition the court and the Interstate Commerce 
commission for permission to reorganize their 
financial set-ups, and they , in turn, must ob ­ 
tain the consent of a majority of their credi­ 
tors. 
Of course, in any b ankruptcy law, the 
legislature is handicapped b y the Constitution, 
which provides that y ou shall not impair the 
ob ligation of a contract, and that private prop­ 
erty shall not b e taken without due process of 
law '. 
I hese two propositions have b een consider­ 
ed b ulwarks of our Constitution. 
They seem 
to prevent necessary and wise legislation at this 
time, which legislation must b e enacted to in 
sure society itself. 
“The pub lic good is the 
supreme law.“ 
Tn the emergencies that are 
confronting us, we cannot 1>e too squeamish ov­ 
er the Constitution itself.
